ORDER 


The existing rule 13 of Kerala Freedom Fighters Pension Scheme 
appende i to the G. O. Ist read above contemplates that the pension is 
liable to be cancelled if the pensioner is absent from the Kerala State for a 
period of over 3 calender months, provided that if the pensioner has 
returned to this State at any time and continued to reside here, the 
Governmentmay revive the payment after due verification of the facts 
relevant to the continuance of the pension and that in such cases arrears of 
pension may also be ordered to be paid up to a maximum of 3 months . 
It has been broughtto the notice of Government that the existence of such 
a rule is causing much difficulties to Freedom Fighters pensioners who leave 
the state for private purposes including pilgrimage and treatment abroad 
and outside the State in which case absence from the State will excecd_more 
than 3 months. 


2. Government have examined all the aspects of the question and have 
felt the necessity to modify the existing rule 13 of KFFP Scheme so as to 
mitigate the hardships experienced by Freedom Fighters pensioners. 
Accordingly Government are pleased to order that existing rule 13 of KPFP 
Scheme will be modified to the following extent. 

G. 1425 
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“ The payment of pension is liable to be suspended by the concerned 

District Collector if the pensioner leaves the State. The 
payment of pension so suspended may be restored by the 
District Collector on receipt of intimation from the pensioner 
regarding his return to his native place, provided the 
pensioner returns to his native place within a year. In such 
cases arrears of pension up to a maximum of 3 months may be 
paid to the pensioner . Cases where the absence of the 
pensioner from the State exceeds one year and other doubtful 
cases will be reported to Government by the District Collectors 
for their consideration and orders for revival of payment of 
pension " .

AWARD 
This reference made under Sec. 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act by 
Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 1952/78 /L & H dated 18-12-1978 concerns 
the termination of service of Smt. Kausalya Devi. 

2. The Management involved is a Newspaper under whom the 
employee was working as a Clerk . It is common case that the employee was 
transferred from Trivandrum to the Cochin Office of theManagement as per 

G.A. 216 /V . 
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an order dated 15-12-1976 and that the employee did not report for duty in 
obedience to the order even though she was relieved of her duties at Trivan 
drum on 18-12-1976 with a direction to join duty at Cochin on 27-12-1976 . 
The complaint of the employee is that she was not in a fit stage of health to 
undertake a journey and therefore she had to enter on leave upto 31-1-1977. 
The Managementwho had sanctioned leave till that period extended the 
leave further on application upto 4-8-1977.1 In the meanwhile she had 
applied for a re-transfer to Trivandrum on medical grounds. That request 
was not granted . As there was no improvement in the condition of health 
the employee was constrained to apply for an extension of the leave from 
*5-8-1977. The reply received was a termination of her services with effect 
from 4-10-1977 . She was also offered some compensation which was received 
on protest. The termination , according to the employee, is unjustifiable and 
therefore she is entitled to reinstatement. 

3. The Management in its written statement contends that the 
employee was informed sufficiently early that her services will stand termina 
ted if she failed to join duty on 5-8-1971. From the employee s own showing 
it was clear that she was not in a position to undertake the responsibilities 
as a workman . 

As per clause 18 (e) of the certified Standing Orders appli 
cable to the Management and its ein loyees a termination of services is per 
missible in case the workman is unable to attend duty consecutively for more 
than six months on account of ill-health . The termination is effected under 
that Standing Order. It is not liable to be questioned . 

4. The employee has filed a replication repeating her allegations and 
denying the contentions of theManagement. 

5. When the case came up for evidence on the above pleadings to 
27-7-1981 the employee and her counsel remained absent . Therefore the 
employee was set ex -parte and the Management was asked to prove its case . 
Thereupon the Management filed an affidavit sworn to by the Manager of 
its Cochin Office wherein it is affirmed that the contentions are true. The 
Standing Orders applicable to the concern is also produced by the Manage 
ment as per the affidavit . I am marking the same as Ext. Ml. Clause 18 (e ) 
of Ext. Ml gives authority for the Management for a termination like the 
one in question . In these state of affairs it cannot be said that there was 
an unlawful termination . It is admitted in the claim statement that the 
benefits due had been offered and accepted on protest. So the employee is 
not entitled to any reliefs . 

6. In the result an award is passed finding that the termination is pro 
per and that the employee is not entitled to any reliefs.

Denial of employment to Shri K. G. Mohanan is the issue referred 
for adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No. 1202/80 /LBR dated 
21-8-1980 . 

2. In the charter of demands appended to the reference it is alleged 
that Shri Mohanan employed as a Blacksmith in the establishment of the 
Management involved continuously for a long period was denied employ 
ment with effect from 18-1-1979 without any reason whatsoever . It is further 
alleged that a shop appeal filed could not be proceeded for the reason that 
the Management raised an objection that an industrial dispute is the proper 
remedy as the establishment is a factory. An additional statement is filed 
before this Court by the workman claiming reinstatement with arrears in 


back wages. 


3. The Management in its written statement while denying the allega 
tions contained in the charter of demands contends that Shri Mohanan had 
voluntarily abandoned work from 25-9-1978 when he got himself involved 
in a murder case . Subsequently Shri Mohanan himself personally informed 
the Management that he is no more interested in continuing the work . It 
is learnt that he is having an alternate employment as Blacksmith in the 
Kerala MetalWorks at Koorkkanchery. In these 

state of affairs 
Shri Mohanan is not entitled to reinstatement or back wages . On the 
other hand a sum of Rs. 1,735.88 taken as advance by Shri Mohanan from 
the Management is outstanding due. 

4 . The case cameup for evidence on the above pleadings . Then the 
Management and its counsel were absent on 6-8-1981. So the Management 
was declared ex -parte and the case proceeded in its absence . 

5. The workman asked to prove his case gave evidence as WW1. He 
had also proved Ext. Wi. 

6. The point arising for consideration is as to whether there was an 
unjustifiable denial of employment. WWIhas stated that he was working 
continuously as a Blacksmith under this Management from 1973 till 
25-9-1978 . It is admitted by him that he was arrested in connection with 
a murder case on 25-9-1978 . He states that he was released on bail on 
15-11-1978 and that he reported for duty before the Management on such 
release. He complains that he was denied employment by the Management. 

7. Ext . Wi is the judgment of the Sessions Court, Trichur in 
Sessions Case No. 46 of 1978 . ShriMohanan was the 2nd accused in that 
case . As per Ext. Wi the learned Judge is seen to have honourably 
acquitted Shri Mohanan and several other co - accused in that case on 
31-3-1979 . The Management s case that there was a voluntary abandon 
ment is not attempted to be proved. The fact that the workman was absent 
on account of detention in jail cannot be construed as a voluntary abandon 
ment as he could not physically have presented himself for work . He was 
detained in connection with a case in which it was subsequently found that 
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ment. 


he was not guilty . So his absence for the short interval during which he 
was in jail was for reasons beyond his control and therefore cannot be 
treated as an abandonment of the work voluntarily . The Management 
should have given work to Shri Mohanan when he reported for duty . The 
refusal to do so amounts to denial of employment without valid reasons. So 
ShriMohanan is entitled to reinstatement. 
8. It is seen that the Management did not deliberately deny employ 

The cessation of work was initially occasioned on account of the 
incarceration of Shri Mohanan in jail. That was in connection with a 
murder case in which Shri Mohanan was an accused . At the time of the 
denial of work the case was in progress even though he was not in jail. In 
these state of affairs the Management cannot be burdened with full back 
wages. Fifty per cent of the back wages from 16-11-1978 will be paid . The 
full monthly rate will be at Rs. 307.50 as shown in the statement of the 
Svorkman. ShriMohanan no doubt is entitled to reinstatement. 

.9. In the result an award is passed directing the Management to 
reinstate Shri Mohanan with continuity of service. He will also be paid 
50 % of the back wages from 16-11-1978 till the award becomes enforceable. 
Thereafter full wages is payable. Back wages will be assessed at 50 % of 
Rs. 307.50 (Rupees three hundred and seven and paise fifty only ) per 
mensem . On reinstatement the pay will be re- fixed taking into account the 
entire broken period as continuous service . 

10. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publication in the Government Gazette.

Denial of employment to a conductor of a bus is the issue referred for 
adjudication by Government as per G. O. (Rt.) No.922/81/LBR dated 
23-7-1981. 
2. The charter of demands appended to the reference 

states that 
Shri A. J. Harshal, the affected employee, was denied employment by the 
Management involved. But the Union did not appear to prosecute its claim 
even though notice was served on it. Therefore it was set ex -parte . The 
Management has filed an affidavit sworn to by the owner of the bus stating 
that Shri Harshal, who was working as a Conductor for some days in 1979 
and 1980, had voluntarily abandoned the job on receiving all his benefits . 
A receipt and a statement alleged to have been signed by Shri Harshal is 
also produced along with the affidavit in support of the averm.nts therein . 
The failure of the Union to come forward to prosecute the claim is an 
added circumstance to accept the Managements case. In the circumstances 
I hold that there was no denial of employment to Shri A. J. Harshal. An 
award is passed accordingly .

1. This Industrial Dispute between the above parties regarding the 
dismissal of (1 ) P. K. Narayanan ( 2 ) Sukumaran was referred to this 
Court for adjudication as per G. O.Rt. No. 1189/76 /LBR dated 4-9-1976 . 
The case was taken on file and notices issued to the parties. They 
entered appearance and filed statements. 

2. In its statement the union contends that the workers named in 
the reference were dismissed as per the notice dated 17-5-1974. The 
reasons alleged in the notice for dismissal are neither correct nor true. 
The charges levelled against them are not correct, but fabricated. There 
was no domestic enquiry . They were not served with charge- sheet. 
Hence the union prays for reinstatement of the workmen with backwages. 

3. The management in its written statement contends that the 
workers were dismissed after due enquiry . It is prepared to prove the 
charges by independant evidence. Hence it contends that the dismissal is 
proper . 

4. In its rejoinder the union contends that the management did not 
conduct any domestic enquiry. A criminal case charged as C. C. 427 of 
1974 on the file of the Second Class Magistrate, Alathur against the 
workers in this and another ended in an acquittal. 

5. The issue that arises for consideration is whether the dismissal of 
the workers named in the reference is proper legal and justified and if not to 
what relief they are entitled . 

6. Issue :- That the workers were the employees of the management 
and that they were dismsised from service as per a notice dated 17-5-1974 
are not disputed . The case of the workmen is that they were dismissed 
without any proper domestic enquriy and as such the same is illegal. They 
also contend that they did not commit any offence . The contention of the 
managementis that the dismissal was after a proper enquiry , and that it is 
prepared to prove the charges by independant evidence. The validity of the 
domestic enquiry alleged was found against as per dated 19-7-1980 ( Vide 
order sheet). Thereafter themanagement was given an opportunity to prove 
the charges and the workmen to rebut the same. 

7. It would appear that the dismissal of the workmen was 
the result of a complaint filed by MWI which is Ext. MI. There 
is no evidence to show whether any charge was framed against the 
workmen . The charge- sheet if any 

has not 

produced . 
Therefore, one has to depend Ext. Mi in order to understand the 
allegations against the workmen . The case in Ext. Mlis thatwhile MWI 
and MW2 were returning from church , they were obstructed by a 
procession of people coming from the opposite direction , the 
cycle was pushed down consequent to which MWI and MW2

fell down . That MW1 was assaulted by Sukumaran WW2whereas 
MW2 was assaulted by WWI and that one Ebrahim assaulted 
both of them . MW1 is the 

person 

gave the complaint 
Ext. Mi. Except deposing that the 

allegations made in Ext. 
M1 are correct, 

he did not corroborate the statement made in 
Ext. Mi. MW2 does not say that he was beaten by anybody , 
on the other hand his evidence . is that the worker Narayanan and 
Sukumaran kicked MWI. T he evidence of MW2 is 

contrary 
to the allegations made in Ext. MI. Both MWI and MW2 
would say that they were not aware of a strike going on in the 
Estate at that time, whereas MW3 would admit the same. The 
above circumstances and the contradiction in the evidence to that 
made in Ext. Mi clearly shows that the allegations made in 
Ext. M1 cannot be regarded as true and correct. wwi and 
WW2 denied that they committed any offence as alleged in 
Ext.Mi. No attempt has been made in the cross -examination of 
the above witnesses to show that they are guilty of the allegat 
ions made in Ext. Mi. Ext. W1 is the certified copy of the judgment 
in C.C.427 /74 on the file of the court of Judicial Iagistrate of Second 
Class, Alathur in which the workers in this and one Ebrahim were 
charge-sheeted for assaulting MWI and MW2 who were CWs 1 and 2 
in that case . The accused were found not guilty of any offences and 
as such they were acquitted . Ext.Wi coupled with the absence of any 
independant evidence adduced in this case to prove the allegations and 
the contradictory nature of the evidence all goes to show that the 
allegations made in Ext.Ml which would appear to have resutlted in the 
dismissal of the workmen cannot be regarded as true and correct. Hence 
I hold that the dismissal of the workmen is not proper, legal and 
justifiable . Hence they are entitled to reinstatement with backwages and 
other benefits. The issue is found accordingly . 

8. In view of my above finding , I pass the award holding that 
the dismissal of the workmen is not proper, legal and justifiable and 
as such they are entitled to reinstatement with backwages, continuity 
of service and other benefits . 

9. This award will come into force 30 days after publication of 
the same in the official Gezette .

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AWARD 
1. This Industrial Dispute regarding dismissal of Sri P. Narayanan 
between the above parties was referred to this Court for adjudication as per 
G. O. Rt. No.1062/77/ LBR dt. 13-9-1977 . The case was taken on file and 
notices issued to both parties. They entered appearance and filed statements . 

2. In its claim ) statement, the union contends that the workman 
was an employee in the bundling section of the management. On 
28-9-1976 a memo was received by him alleging that on 24-9-1976 
he tried to secrete a polythene bag and a sheet of packing paper 
belonging to the management without the knowledge and consent of 
the management. He submitted his explanation on 30-9-1976 denying 
the charges. He admitted in the explanation that on 24-9-1976 he had 
with him a polythene bag and a sheet of brown paper but denied that 
the same belonged to the managemert. 

He also denied that he had kept 
the bag and the sheet of paper concealed in the pocket of his underwear and 
that the Security Officer found out the same after a search of his underwear 
pocket. The management conducted an enquiry being dissatisfied with the 
explanation . Sri K. K. Phalgunan , Advocate , Cannanore was appointed 
as the Enquiry Officer. There is no provision in the Standing Orders 
of the Mills enabling the management to appoint a lawyer or any outside 
agency to conduct a domestic enquiry officer. The enquiry itself was a mere 
farce. The same was done in violation of the principles of natural justice . 
The management gave the names of only three witnesses to be examined at 
the enquiry but examined five witnesses ignoring the protest of the workman . 
The Enquiry Officer found the workman guilty . The finding is perverse. 
There is absolutely no evidence to sustain a finding against the workman . 
There is no convincing proof that the polythene bag and the covering paper 
belonged to the management. There is also no evidence that the polythene 
bag and paper produced at the enquiry were the same alleged to have been 
recovered from the workman . No reasonable man could have recorded a 
finding against the workman on the evidence adduced at the enquiry. 
The punishing authority has notapplied his mind to the report of the enquiry : 
Officer. He acted in a mechanical way. In any case the punishment 
awardel is ex remely hard and disproportionate to the offence alleged to 
have been committed . The workman was dismissed for the alleged offence 
of attempt to secrete the articles of the management worth less than 25 
paise . No previous misconduct is alleged . Hence the union prays that the 
dismissal may be set aside and the workman be reinstated in service . 

3. The management in its written statement contends that the basis 
of the report of the Security Inspector P. M. Kunhanandan , a show 
cause notice dated 28-9-1976 was served on the workman calling upon him 
explain why disciplinary action should not be taken against him . In his reply 
the workman denied the allegations. His contention was that the polythene 
bag and a brown covering paper which was with him was not taken from his 
underwear pocket but was in his hand and that he brought those articles 
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when he came for work , to purchase fish while returning home. Since the 
explanation was unsatisfactory a domestic enquiry was conducted . The 
management examined five witnesses in support of the charges, whereas the 
workman examined himself and 2 witnesses on his side. The Enquiry 
Officer came to the conclusion that the workman is guilty on the basis of the 
evidence recorded . The management accepted the same and issued a show 
cause notice to the workman to the effect why he should not be dismissed . 
In his reply the workman contended that the charges against him were not 
properly proved . Thereafter themanagement decided to dismiss him from 
service with effect from 2-10-1976 . The allegation that the domestic enquiry 
was conducted in violation of the principles of natural justice is baseless. The 
allegation that the Standing Order does not provide for the conduct of the 
domestic enquiry by an outside agency is also baseless . The allegations that 
five witnesses were examined on behalf of the management ignoring the 
protest of workman is also false . The contention that the finding is 
perverse is without substance. The punishing authority applied his mind 
before awarding the punishment. The offence committed by the workman 
is one of theft 

Once theft is proved however little may be the value of the 
subject matter stolen the worker does not deserve to be reposed with 
confidence to work in the Mills. In the interest of social justice such 
worker should be removed , to maintain the high standards of dignity and 
discipline. The punishment is fair and proper . Hence the worker is not 
entitled to the reinstatement. 

4. The union filed a rejoinder maintaining that the domesti : enquiry 
was not conducted properly and that the enquiry officer has thrown the 
burden on the workman to prove that he got these articles from outside the 
mill. It further maintains that the punishment awarded is dispropo. t onate. 

5. The issue that arises for consideration is whether the dismissal of 
the workman P. Narayanan is proper and justified and if not to what relicf 
he is entitled to . 

6. Issue. That the workman was an employee in the bundling 
section of the management is admitted . On the basis of the report from 
the Security Officer,the workman was served with a show -cause notice alleging 
that on 24-9-1976 when he was coming out of the Mills after completing his 
work in the first shift he was detained at themill gate on suspicion by the 
Security Inspector Sri P. M.Kunhanandan and he was taken to the room 
and a search ofhis underwear pocket revealed that he had kept therein a 
polythene bag and a sheet of paper belonging to the Mill and that he 
attempted to secrete the above articles belonging to the Mill without their 
knowledge and consent. The Workman submitted his explanation denying 
the charges and contending that the polythene bag and the brown covering 
paper was not taken from his underwear pocket but was in his hand . He 
further stated that he brought it when he came for work to purcha e fish 
while returning home. Being dissatisfied with the explanation the 
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management conducted a domestic enquiry . Ext. Ml is the proceedings of 
the Enquiry Officer and his finding. The Enquiry Officer found the 
Workman guilty of the charges. Ext . M2 is the notice issued to the workman 
to show cause why action should not be taken against him including 
dismissal. Ext.M3 is the order dismissing the workman from service with 
effect from 2-10-1976 . The validity of the domestic enquiry raised for 
consideration as a preliminary issue , was found in favour of the management 
as per the order dated 16-4-1980. The contention now raised is that the 
finding of the Domestic Enquiry Officer is perverse and that in any case 
thepuni hment of dismissal awarded to the workman is disproportionale to 
the offence alleged to have been proved against him . 

7. The workman was examined as WW1. Themanagement did not 
lead any evidence. The contention of the learned counsel for the workman 
is that the Enquiry Officer Wrongly cast the burden of proving that the 
polythene bag and the brown covering paper was brought by the workman 
from outside. The contention is that it was for the management to establish 
that the articles recovered from the workman on 24-9-1976 by the Security 
Officer were those belonging to the management and that the management 
did not establish the same by producing the stock register. It is true that 
the stock register has not been produced . The Domestic Enquiry Officer 
found that the polythene bag and the brown covering paper which were 
marked as M.0.1 and M.O. 2 are similar to M 0.3 to M.0.6 produced and 
belonging to the management, on the basis of the evidence of MW 2 to 
MW 4. The aboveM. Os have not been produced in this Court. However 
the finding of the Enquiry Officer regarding the similarity of the object 
recovered from the workman and those produced for comparison by i he 
management as M.O. 3 to M. O. 6 was not challenged before ine. The 
evidence of the workman at the enquiry shows that he did not inform 
anybody in the mills, such as the gate keeper , to show that he had brought 
those articles while he was coming for work. He did not also lead evidence 
to show that the same was purchased by him from outside. In view of the 
above circumstances the contention raised on bahalf of the workman thai 
the burden of proof was wrongly cast on the workman cannot be upheld as 
correct. The Enquiry Officer has discussed the evidence adduced regarding 
the ownership of the articles recovered from the workman and has come to : 
the conclusion that the same belonged to the management. In the absence 
anything to show that the same was brought by the workman to the Mills 
while coming for work or purchased by him outside. Therefore the 
contention that the finding of the Domestic Enquiry Officer is perverse 
cannot be accepted as correct. 

8. The value of the articles recovered from the workman is less than 
25 paise according to the claim statement. The same was not disputed in 
the statement of the management. The workmin was dismissed from 
service for attempting to secrete articles worth leis than 25 paise belonging 
to the mills. There is no evidence of any previous misconduct against the 
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workman . The Standing Orders of the Mills was not produced to show that 
the dismissal is the punishment to be awarded for the offence found proved 
against the workman . The action of the workman no doubt, amounts to 
an attempt to commit theft, but the value of the articles is only less than 25 
paise. Considering the same the punishment of dismissal awarded to the 
workman appears to be excessive and disproportionate to the offence 
committed by him . Therefore, I set aside of the order of dismissal and hold 
that the workman is entitled to be reinstated. But since the offence charged 
has been found to have been proved , the workman will be entitled only to 
50 % of the backwages and other benefits. The same appears to be the 
proper relief to be awarded to the workman in this case . The issue is found 
accordingly . 

9. In view of my above finding I pass an award setting aside the order 
of dismissal and holding that the workman is entitled to be reinstated . But, 
since, the offence charged hasbeen found proved against him , he will be 
entitled only to 50 % of the backwages and other benefits. 

10. This award will come into force 30 days after publication of 
the same in the Official Gazette.
